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DO THE RAILROAD COMPANIES
OWE THE BONDS?

(EECOND PAPER.)

Last week we discussed this ques-
tion ns it affected railroad companies
which had become bankrupt, whose
property had been taken in execu-
tion by the state in payment, so far
as it would go, for the bonds loaned
by the state to the milroad. The
point we made then (and it cannot
be refoted) was that, whether the
purchasing companies are bound by
the lien the state once held on those
or net, certainly they ean only be
proceeded against for the money in
case of the delinquency of the state.
Thestate primarily owes the mmoney,
in short, und there is no question ol
the railronds becoming liable for it
except in case of the state’s failure
to pay and the Inability of the pub-
lie creditor to obtain justice from
her by legal process.

The amount obtained by the state
by the sale of that property is in all
£6,698,000. We are unable to state
what is the face of the bonds for
whieh this execution was levied.

We are now to discass the case of
a different class of bonds, those,
namely, which were issued to rail-
road companies which have never
beeome bankrupt, but which have
settled with the state dollar for dol-
lar. The amount of bonded debt
for these (exelusive of interest past
due) is £14,787,000.

Now, on the face of it, it mast be
confessed that it looks very strunge
that bonds which were not issued
by these railroad compuanies, but by
the state, and only loaned to the
companies by the state, and for
which the companies have paid the
state dollar for dollar, should be
considerad as still :mpmiug a debt
upon the railroads. They have paid
the state for the bonds which were
loaned them, and yet it is contend-
od that it is they and not the state
that owe the amount of these bonds
and of their past-due interest cou-
pons Lo the bond-holders,

On what theory this ean be con-
tended is a question worth looking
into, for, strapge as it may seem,
the holders of these bonds also are
sulng the solvent railroads for their
money. What then are the alleged
grounds of this suit?

Tounderstand them we must state
the method in which the rallroad
companies settled their indebted-
ness 1o the state, This was done
according to the proyisiona of an
act of the geneml assembly of 1869-
70, by which the rafiroad companies
were authorized to settle their in-
debtedness to the state by the pre-
uny state bonds they
might own, which were to be re-
ceived In liguidation at par. It is
not denled that this was a good bar-
giin for the mailroads, for the state
bonds could be bought at 60 cents
on the dollar, and beéing then re-
ceived by the state in liquidation at
par, of course the companies made
the 40 cents. And there are those
who think that the state ought to
have received i3 own notes not at
par but at their market value. Had
the state done so, she would un-
doubtedly have made a better trade,
but she would have done what Is
considered in private transactions 8
dishonest thing. It is not honest
for a man to shave his own paper.
Thus, I may have given my note
for the purchase of a house and lot.
The holder of that note may have
doubts of my solvency and be wil-
ling to trade it off for less than its
face. A third party may honestly
buy it on those terms, taking into
consideration the risk of collection
as counterbalanced by the discount
on the ace value of the note; but 1
cannot myself honestly so purchase
it. I owe all the money up to the
face value, and, in the case of my
purchasing it, I run no risk at all;

1 cancel my debt at its full amount;
1 ean therefore in honor offer no less
than its face value for the note; to
act o{hé‘wlﬁ would be to trade on
my own discredit.

However, whether it would have
been right or wrong to receive the
bonds at less than par, the state by
act of the legisiature agreed to re-
eeive them at par, and, 88 we think,
pursucd the honest course In doing
sa. It is true that the railroad com-
panies were guilty of some very
questionable transaetions in running
down the prices of the bonds, that
they might buy them cheap, but

holders? Well, it is the theory of
the counsel now employed by the
bond-haldm.tktthe lien on the
railroad property which was origi-
nally imposed on the roads to secure |
to the state the fulfilment of the

road companies (which contract is | e
now fulfilled) is s lien to secure the
bond-holders glso in ease they
should fail to get their money from
the state. It ls assumed, in other
words, that the railroad property is
a security to the bond-holders that
the state will pay its debts to them.
No party to this suit contends that
thereilrond companies are primarily
debtors to the bond-holders, but
only contingently so as secarity for
the state in case of its delinquency.
For the state to become so delin-
quent would be te make the rail-
roads pay their debt twice, once to
the state and once to the bond-hold-
ers, the state standing in the posi-
tion of having recelved her money
and refusing to settle with the bood-
holders, and so throwing it en the
raliroad companies to seltle with
the bond-holders the debt for which
they have already settled with the
siate.

In either case, then—in the case
of the railroads to which the state
sold the property it had taken in
execution, or In that of the ruilroads
which have settled with the state—
theclaim of the bond-holders against
them will only hold good in euse of
the disgraceful delinqueacy of the
state, even if the lien does adhere to
their property after they have made
that settlement with thestate which
the lien was intended to secure,

COUNTY FOLITIOS,

The primary meeting on Saturday
prepared the way for a satisfactory
convention on Monday, by electing
a thoroughly sound delegation for
No, 12, and sure enough, on Mon-
day the largest county convention
met in Elder's Hall that we have
vet seen in Montgomery.

Balloting for the nomination to
the state legislature was now in
Many names were pul in
nomination, but some withdtawn
as soon as offered. Those practi-
cally before the convention were
Messrs. T, M., Reynolds(the present
incumbent), Yeatinan Johnson, E
G. Danlavy, John Jones, and Dr,
Sypert. »

The first ballot resulted as follows:
Reynolds, 10; Johnson, 12; Jones,
81 ; Dunlavy, 20} ; Sypert, G,

As 89 votes were necessary to a
nomination, this was not conelusive,
Dr. S8ypert now withdrew his name
and offered that of G. H. Slaughter,
Esq,, of No. 8, who, however, pe-
remptorily deelined the nomination.

Voting continued through several
ballots, and it becaune manifest that
Messrs. Johnson, Dunlavy and
Jones were practically the three
candidates. Messms. Johnson and
Dunlavy were khown us state-credit
men ; Mr. Jones has been known as
a low-tax man, but did not join in
the bolt at Nashville. All the can-
didates, however, pledged them-
selves to stand on the platform of
August 12 and support the nominee
of this convention ; also to vote for
the Hon, James E. Bailey as sena-
tor.

After five ballots had been taken
it seemed that the state-¢redit men
could not econcentrate, while the
low-tax men stuck close to Jones,
Mr. Johnson therefore withdrew in
the interest of harmony, and at the
sixth ballot it was understoood that
the race was between Dunlavy and
Jones, This ballot resulted: Dun-
lavy, 344; Jones, 21; Ross Bourne, 14.

Mr. Bourne had not been put in
nominstion and never was a candi-
dalte.

The seventh ballot at Its first re-
port gave a similar result vntil the
12th district, which had divided
its vote, gave it solid for Dunlavy,
which established as a final result—
Dunlavy, 40§; Jones, 163,

So Mr, Dunlavy Is nominated.
He is i good business man, a eapitni
worker in politics and universally
popular; we believe his election &
certainty if the party puts forward
its strength, which there is every
indication of 11s doing.
